It 
appears self-evident to the German 
delegation, therefore, that on grounds 
of fairness certain alleviations in the 
treatment of prisoners’ should be 
upon, pending their return. 


Surrender of Property 


“In a one-sided manner, some fee!l. 
the stipulations have been. made in 
favor of the allied and associated gov- 
ernments. For instance, those regard- 
ing the surrender of personal prop- 
erty, the search for missing objects 
might be cited. It is assumed that in 
these questions a demand for com 
plete reciprocity is founded on general 
human rights.” 

The note alludes to the importance 
to Germany that the prisoners return 
orderly conditions, insur- 
ing their reinstatement into economic 
life with the greatest possible dispatch 
and says that this seems only possible 
if everything done to “raise the 
moral and physical state of those re- 
turning.” 

Since Germany's economic position 
prevents her by her own strength from 
providing the requisite guarantees, the 
delegation suggests that the delibera- 
tions of the commissions might extend 
to the question of how far it would be 
possible on the part of the allied and 
associated governments to help Ger- 
many in the matter: and,-for example, 
in return for the repayment of the cost, 
' provide the prisoners with new outfits. 
underclothing, civilian suits and boots 
before their return.

LONDON, England 
has taken action with regard to 1t} 
clothing trade which will go far 
deal with the special difficulties of the 
situation. The Minister of. Labor has 
issued an order fixing the rates 
“wages varying from 7d hour 
women, and 4d an hour for girls 
l> who are, engaged in the manufac- 
ture of women’s and children’s 
ing. This was a notoriously sweated 
trade, but during the wer the em- 
plovers found that thev had to pay 
higher wages in order to keep their 
girls from the more attractive muni- 
tions work. Since the armistice was 
signed there arose the danger that 
these higher wages might he broken 
and the Wages (Temporary Regula- 
tion) Act only protected the workers 
in cases where there had been genera! 
awards or orders. In this: particular 
trade these orders only covered a vers 
small part, and it would have taken a 
very long time to get a trade board 
established and an order issued under 
it. The Minister of Labor has there- 
fore taken advantage of a provision 
‘in the Wages Act which provided that 
where there was no general award or 
order the rates paid to women must be 
the rates paid tothe majority of women 
‘in the trade “unless some other rate 
‘is fixed by the Minister on the advice 
iof the Interim Court of Arbitration.”

\W HEN Coleridge said ““No mind 1s thoroughly well 
organized that is deficient in the sense of humor” he ex- 
pressed a, conviction that seems common to all civilized 
men, and makes each nation take pride in its humor and 
perhaps suspect that other nations enjoy a somewhat in- 
ferior brand. Yet comparison of humor shows, broadl\ 
speaking, that the peoples ot the world are much alike. 
In The Tourist, published in Tokyo, a Japanese author, . 
for example, remarks that humor “1s indeed the flower ot 
lide, and life without it would be as dreary as spring 
without its blossoms.’ lo 1lustrate, he translates a nuiti- 
ber of Japanese anecdotes, “funny stories,” as the United 
States might call them, but one does not smile over them. 
Neither, on second thought, does one smile over many 
of the “funny stories” in American magazines and news- 
papers. Humor which really amuses is everywhere rare 
and precious, a “flower of life,” as the Japanese gentle- 
Inan poetically puts it, but’ growing up in company with 
a great many weeds.
